Malvo 
Gets Life 
In Prison 

CHESAPEAKE, VA. I Thejury in the Washington 
sniper case Tuesday spared Lee Boyd Malvo 
from the fate awaiting his mentor John Allen 
Muhammad — the death penalty — after 
his lawyers portrayed him as an impression- 
able boy who had fallen under Muhammad’s 
murderous spell. 

Malvo, 18, will get life in prison without 
parole for his part in the three -week reign of 
terror that left 10 people dead in and around 
the nation’s capital in October 2002. 

Malvo, wearing a blue sweater that made 
him look like a schoolboy, sat expressionless, 
his elbows on the defense table. The jury took 
834 hours over two days to decide his fate. 

Last month, Muhammad, 42, was found 
guilty of murder, and thejury recommend- 
ed the death penalty. The judge in that case 
could still overrule the jury when he formal- 
ly sentences Muhammad. Both men could 
still be tried for other shootings in Virginia 
and elsewhere and could get the death 
penalty if convicted, matthew barakat (ap)

Suspected Mad Cow 
Case Found in Wash. 

WASHINGTON | The first-ever U.S. case of 
mad cow disease is suspected in a single 
cow in Washington state, but officials say 
the American food supply remains safe. 

Agriculture Secretary Ann Veneman con- 
firmed Tuesday that a single cow that was 
either sick or injured — thus never destined 
for the food supply — tested presumptively 
positive for the brain-wasting illness, which 
sprang up in Britain in 1986 and spread to 
other countries, prompting massive destruction 
of herds and decimating the European beef 
industry. Further testing is under way. (ap)

Emergency Declared After Calif. Quake 


PASO ROBLES, CALIF. | Aftershocks 
rattled central California Tuesday as 
crews tallied damage from a mag- 
nitude-6.5 earthquake that killed 
two people, injured dozens and badly 
damaged the business district of this 
wine country town. 

Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger 
toured downtown Paso Robles, 
where both fatalities occurred when 
Monday s quake toppled a 19th cen- 
tury building with a landmark clock 


tower, and declared a state of emer- 
gency in San Luis Obispo County. 

People from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles were shaken by Monday’s 
quake, the first to cause fatalities in 
the state since a magnitude- 6.7 tem- 
blor hit Northridge in 1994. 

In Paso Robles, about 20 miles 
east of the epicenter, the bodies of 
two women were pulled from under 
the roof of the clock tower building, 
which pitched into the street and 


crushed a row of parked cars. 

The main shock was centered in 
a sparsely populated area about 11 
miles north of the coastal town of 
Cambria. It was followed Monday 
and early Tuesday by more than 80 
aftershocks larger than 3.0, the big- 
gest of which was estimated at 4.7, 
according to the U.S. Geological 
Survey. The total included seven 
aftershocks of 4.0 to 4.6 on Tuesday

WASHINGTON | Intelligence gathered 
by the U.S. government indicates al 
Qaeda terrorists have a keen inter- 
est in striking targets that are far 
from major cities, such as power 
plants, dams and even oil facilities 
in Alaska. The Defense Department 
said Tuesday it is broadening air 
patrols throughout the country.

Judge: Prosecutors Can Search Limbaugh’s Records 


WEST PALM BEACH, FLA. | Prosecu- 
tors investigating whether Rush 
Limbaugh illegally went “doctor 
shopping” for prescription pain- 
killers can examine his medical 
records, a judge ruled Tuesday. 

The conservative radio com- 
mentator accused prosecutors of 
going after him for political rea- 


sons, and his attorney promptly 
appealed the ruling. 

Circuit Judge Jeffrey A. Winikoff 
said authorities have a compelling 
interest in determining whether 
Limbaugh broke the law, which 
trumps his right to keep his medi- 
cal records private. However, the 
judge said prosecutors cannot 


make the radio host’s medical 
records public. 

Investigators seized records 
from Florida and California doctors 
last month after discovering that 
Limbaugh received more than 2,000 
painkillers, prescribed by four doc- 
tors, from a pharmacy near his $24

Bruce Pardoned 

ALBANY, N.Y. | Comedian Lenny 
Bruce was granted a posthumous 
pardon by Gov.

Pataki called his decision, the 
first posthumous pardon in New 
York state history, “a declaration of 
New York’s commitment to uphold- 
ing the First Amendment.”

Beset by legal and finan- 
cial problems, Bruce died of a drug 
overdose in 1966 at age 37 with the

Israeli Raid Leaves 8 Dead 


Tanks roll into Gaza 
in search of tunnels 
used for smuggling 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Israeli 
forces looking for weapons -smug- 
gling tunnels clashed Tuesday with 
Palestinian refugees in Gaza, killing 
eight and wounding more than 40 
in the worst spasm of violence there 
in more than two months. 

The bloodshed came despite new 
efforts to restart stalled peace talks 
and arrange a summit between the 
Israeli and Palestinian premiers. 


Early Tuesday, about 40 Israeli 
tanks and armored vehicles entered 
the Rafah refugee camp on the 
Gaza-Egypt border, witnesses 
said. The refugee camp is split in 
two by the Egyptian border, and 
Israel alleges that Palestinians 
often smuggle weapons into Gaza 
using makeshift tunnels. Egypt has 
denied that the tunnels originate 
on its side of the border. 

Hospital officials said eight 
Palestinians — three civilians and 
five militants — were killed and 42 
other people, including nine chil- 
dren, were wounded by Israeli gun- 


fire. The Israeli military said none 
of its troops were injured in the raid. 

The death toll in the raid was the 
highest since 14 Palestinians were 
killed in an Oct. 20 Israeli bomb- 
ing at the Nusseirat refugee camp 
in central Gaza. 

Palestinian Cabinet Minister 
Saeb Erekat denounced the raid, 
which came as he and a senior 
Israeli official were trying to coor- 
dinate the first summit meeting 
between Israeli Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon and his Palestinian 
counterpart, Ahmed Qureia.

Russian Oil Baron to Stay Behind Bars 


M 0 S C 0 W I A Moscow court ordered 
Mikhail Khodorkovsky, Russia’s 
richest man and the former chief 
of the country’s largest oil company, 
jailed for another three months — 
a ruling that will keep him behind 
bars until after the March 14 presi- 
dential election. 

Khodorkovsky can now be held 
until March 25, said defense lawyer 
Karinna Moskalenko. The former 
head of Yukos has been in pretrial 


detention since his Oct. 25 arrest 
on charges of fraud and tax evasion. 

The criminal 
probe against Kho- 
dorkovsky is consid- 
ered by many to be 
part of a Kremlin- 
backed effort to 
curb his political 
clout, crush his 
political ambitions and avenge his 
funding of opposition parties. 


A handful of Khodorkovsky sup- 
porters protested his arrest, but 
most Russians have reacted indif- 
ferently. There is still much resent- 
ment here toward the handful of 
businessmen who made fortunes 
amid the Soviet collapse by snatch- 
ing up state assets at rock-bottom 
prices while more than one -fifth of 
the population lives in poverty. 

President Vladimir Putin has 
cast the probe as part of an anti- 
corruption crusade, and denied any 
political undertones exist, (ap) 


U.S. Arrests 
Dozens of 
Iraqi Rebels 

Suspects may have 
ties to ex-V.R believed 
to be leading resistance 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | U.S. soldicrs arrest- 
ed dozens of rebel suspects includ- 
ing several associates of a former 
aide to Saddam Hussein who is 
believed to have a leading role in 
Iraq’s insurgency. 

A U.S. task force in Baqouba, 30 
miles northwest of Baghdad, arrest- 
ed five Iraqis Tuesday, including one 
suspected of recruiting guerrillas, 
said Maj. Josselyn Aberle. Two other 
military sources said the other four 
were believed to be associates of for- 
mer Vice President Izzat Ibrahim 
al-Douri, the top remaining figure 
from the U.S. list of 55 most want- 
ed Iraqis. U.S. commanders say he 
could be organizing the resistance. 

Another task force in the area 
arrested two Iraqis discovered dig- 
ging up a cache of mortar rounds 
and 20 rockets, Aberle said. 

Early Wednesday, explosions 
rocked Baghdad as the U.S. mili- 
tary conducted an anti-rebel oper- 
ation. Asked about the explosions, 
a military spokeswoman said on 
condition of anonymity that oper- 
ations, including “aerial activity 
and artillery,” were under way.

High Court Rules It’s Illegal

He 
was expected to be handed over to 
South Korea for formal indictment.

Life Sentence Stirs Debate 

Families of sniper 
vietims critieize jury’s 
decision to spare Malvo 

CHESAPEAKE, VA. I Thejury’s deci- 
sion Tuesday to spare Lee Boyd 
Malvo’s life drew various reac- 
tions from many of the key play- 
ers of the second Washington- area 
sniper trial. 

Prosecutor Robert F. Horan Jr. 
remarked that 18 -year- old Malvo 
was “very lucky that he looks a lot 
younger than he is.” 

Defense attorney Craig Cooley 
said Malvo was relieved by the sen- 
tence, but “on the other hand he’s 
18, contemplating living the rest 
of his natural life in a penitentia- 
ry setting.” He said the conviction 
will be appealed to the Virginia 
Supreme Court. 

Malvo was convicted of murder 
last week in the shooting of FBI ana- 
lyst Linda Franklin. 

Malvo’s trial was “an extremely 
difficult journey for everyone,” jury 
foreman Jim Wolfcale said after the 
verdict. “This case was both men- 
tally challenging and emotion- 
ally exhausting.” Wolfcale, read-

ing from a statement as six other 
jurors stood by, added that the jury 
felt “heartfelt sympathy” for the vic- 
tims’ family and friends. The other 
jurors declined comment. 

Several relatives of the victims 
expressed disappointment that 
Malvo did not get the death penal- 
ty. Marion Lewis, whose daughter, 
Lori Ann Lewis-Rivera, was killed at 
a Kensington, Md., gas station, said 


the jurors should be ashamed. “I’m 
very disappointed in the American 
justice system,” Lewis said. 

Malvo’s mother, Una James, 
thanked the jury that spared her 
son from the death penalty: “I 
thank God that they spared his 
life, I thank them for that.” Malvo’s 
father, Leslie Malvo, said thejury’s 
recommendation was a lesser of two

FILM I Everything about this Most 
Important Film demands respect 
— from director Anthony Minghella 
to the story of abiding love and per- 
severance, which he adapted from 
Charles Frazier’s dense prose, to 
the formidable ensemble cast, led 
by Nicole Kidman, Jude Law and 
Renee Zellweger. 

It’s an undeniably gorgeous spec- 
tacle, with lush cinematography 
from John Seale and costume and 
production design that are obses- 
sive in their detail. The Civil War 
battle scenes are so violent, they’re 
almost unbearable to watch. 

But Kidman and Law, both 
actors with tremendous allure and 
presence, have difficulty convinc- 
ing us that they’re in love.

FILM I A fable about fathers and 
sons, lies and misconceptions, “Big 
Fish” is the straightest movie in Tim 
Burton’s kinky repertoire. 

Based on Daniel Wallace’s novel, 
“Big Fish” tells of a raconteur who, 
after a lifetime of spinning whop- 
pers about lachrymose giants and 
two-headed women, faces the pros- 
pect of dying under the dark cloud 
of his son’s resentment. There are 
worse paternal sins than fish tales, 
but you wouldn’t know it from Will 
Bloom. 

Will (Billy Crudup) is a prema- 
turely old fogy who has spent his 
life stockpiling grudges against his 
father. Played in the past by an exu- 
berant Ewan McGregor and on the 
deathbed by Albert Finney, Edward 
is one in a line of fictional fathers 
who has tended his own garden at 
the expense of his family. 

Will’s part of the film tells of a 
soul-troubled young man, now liv- 
ing overseas, trying to make peace 
with his past. When Will receives 
word of his father’s illness, he grimly 
packs up his wife and disapproval. 


and carries both back to his small 
town in Alabama. 

There’s delight in watching 
Burton conjure up one fantastical 
scenario after another, whether it’s 
the story of a poet turned bank rob- 
ber, a circus interlude or a surreal 
peek at a variety show for comrades 
in North Korea. It’s in these sto- 
ries that Burton, working with cin-

Defensive eoordinator 
may be let go after 
disappointing season 

PRO FOOTBALL I The Washington 
Redskins defensive players were 
granted their wish after they pub- 
licly lobbied for George Edwards 
to be their coordinator.

If Spurrier decides not to retain 
Edwards, the replacement would be 
the sixth defensive coordinator in 
six seasons of Snyder’s ownership.

Vehicles that 
weigh more than 8,500 pounds are 
now exempt. 

The National Highway 
Transportation Safety Adminis- 
tration said Monday it is also 
seeking comments on whether to 
change the definitions that dis- 
tinguish passenger cars from light 
trucks. Most sport utility vehicles 
now fall under the classification of 
light trucks, although they are used 
primarily as passenger vehicles, and 
can therefore abide by looser fuel 
economy standards.

What do you do to prepare your car 
for bad winter weather? 

I check my anti-freeze (coolant) 
to make sure it has the proper freeze 
protection, the proper pH and that 
it’s clean. I get a fresh oil change. 
If it has been two years or 24,000 
miles since the last transmission 
flush, I have it flushed. If the car 
has 60,000 or more miles or is four 
or more years old, I change all belts 
and hoses under the hood. I check 
the battery and charging system, 
flush the brakes, properly inflate the 
tires, check all lights and give the 
car a thorough safety check (often 
free this time of year). 

Settle this debate once and for 
all: How long should a vehicle be 
warmed up before heading out? Is 
prolonged idling at startup harmful 
to the car? 

The ideal warm up is about one 
minute. This gives the oil time to 
circulate and lubricate the moving 
parts in the engine. Long warm ups 
warm only the engine and do a very 
poor job of that. Drive the car gen- 
tly until it reaches normal operat- 
ing temperature. This will prevent 
harm to the engine while warming 
everything simultaneously — not 
just the engine.

AIR TRAVEL I The firm “one -plus - 
one” limit — one carry-on bag 
plus one personal item — that the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
established after the Sept. 11, 2001, 
attacks is not so firm anymore. 

It’s not even clear who is enforc- 
ing it. Some airlines say it’s the FAA. 
The FAA says it’s the Transportation 
Security Administration, and the 
TSA says it’s the airlines. 

TSA quietly posted a revision 
to carry-on rules on www.tsa.gov 
a week before the Thanksgiving 
travel crush. It said: “You may carry 
one (1) bag of photographic equip- 
ment in addition to one (l) carry-on 
and one (l) personal item through 
the screening checkpoint. The addi- 
tional bag must conform to your 
air carrier’s carry-on restrictions 
for size and weight.” 

A few days later, the rule 
acquired this: “Air carriers may 
or may not allow the additional 
carry-on item on their aircraft.” A 
few calls revealed that American, 
America West, Delta and Southwest 
wouldn’t let the extra photo bag on; 
United said it would.

Several airlines cited FAA rules. 
But the FAA said it hadn’t regulated 
the number of carry-ons since the 
TSA took charge of security at U.S. 
airports in November 2002. 

Not exactly. “Our policy affects 
rules governing the checkpoint,” 
said Mark Hatfield, a TSA spokes- 
man. “When you get to the gate, it’s 
still up to the airline.” 

Meanwhile, weight and size 
restrictions for carry-ons still vary 
widely by airline. Delta, for instance, 
says only that carry-on bags can’t 
be larger than 22 by 14 by 9 inches; 
Continental says length, width and 
height must total 51 inches or less 
and that the bag can’t weigh more 
than 40 pounds. 

What’s a confused traveler to do? 
You could try grilling your airline 
about the rules for each aircraft 
on your trip. That’s not foolproof, 
because reservations agents may 
give different answers. 

Or you could try the “bag- 
within-a-bag” system suggested 
by Doug Wills, spokesman for the 
Air Transport Association. He advo- 
cates clear plastic bags for packing 
photo equipment, toiletries and so 
on, and putting these inside your 
carry-on. Ifyour bag flunks, you can 
quickly pluck out necessaries to take
